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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. The 
applicant argues that the prior art do not show an attachment apparatus "for a container", whch is the preamble of the claim. The meaning 
of the word "container" is defined as "one that contains; esp. a receptacle (as a box or jar) for holding goods" according to "Merriam 
Webster's Collegiate Dictionary". Godman's shovel and Freedman's car seat can be considered as "a container", for containing an items 
or goods or objects. Applicant also argues that claims 1,10, and 15 show "two arm slots connected to and extending outwardly i.e. away 
from the container". The argument is incorrect because applicant recites that "the slots connected to and extending outwardly from the 
height adjustment slot". Note that applicant did not claim that "slots extends outwardly away from the container". Figure 3 of Freedman 
shows the slots outwardly from "a wall (5)" and "a height adjustmnet slot". Figure 3 of Goman also shows the slots outwardly from "a 
height adjustment slot". Therefore, Freedman et al. and Gohman meet all the structural limitations as recited in the claims and are 
capable of performing the functional limitations as required. 
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
